A WAR FOR TRUTH AND RIGHT. 
If ever there Was a war for the Lord 

of Hosts, if ever there was a war for 

truth and right, for the putting down 


of oppression and wrong, for the deliv-. 


erance of a people powerless to deliver 
themselves, whose wrongs have cried 
up to heaven, till the Lord has come 
down to deliver them, this is that war. 


It is not the grievances of the Uit- 
landers, though they have been very 
‘Peal, and have called for justice; it is 


not what British subjects have had to 
suffer of indignities and wrongs though 
these have been numerous under recent 
Transvaal administration; it is not the 


insult to England's power and prestige | 


shown by’ the refusal to concede her 
moderate demands for justice to be 
done her subjects, followed by the un- 
paralelled act of defiance contained in 
the Transvaal war ultimatum, it is not 
these things, however they may justly 
stir the national heart, which call upon 
us as Christians to bring the united 
force,of God's people, but the power of 
believing prayer, to bear upon this war 
questions, .These, indeed, are the appa- 
rent causes which have led the British 
nation tO wage this war; but behind 
}that nation, and behind these causes, is 
the moving power of the Omnipotent. 

These More recent wrongs and injus- 


tices done to comparetively a small 
number of: British subjects, the fool- 
hardy blindness which prevented the 


Transvaal authorities from-seeing that 
the safely, as well as the very existence 
of .the tepublics depended on their 
granting the just concessions demanded 
of them, above all the suicidal acts 
which made them, while peaceful nego- 
tiations were still pending, to rush-into 
the war and cOmmence their work of 
destruction Within the borders of the 
Colony which had, been so neutral as to 
allow supplies of ammunition to go 
through them—all of these things which 
have brought about the war now being 
Waged, are the wrongs which the God 
of nations has overruled to bring to 
pass the uniting of all political sections 
of the British nation in such a way that 
its vast resources—both the wealth of 
the nation and the flower of its army— 
are willingly yielded up to wage this 
war, its forces becoming, in the hand 
of “the Lord of Hosts’ His sword, His 
great and strong sword, by which he 
will smite oppression and bring deliv- 
erance’ to. those powerless to deliver 
themselves, thereby saving.from tyran- 
ny .and destruction whole nations of 
peoples now existing and yet to exist in 
the future history of this continent. 

Let no Christian heart think that the 
immediate events which have led up to 
this war are the chief cause why the 
lifeblood of the British empire is being 
poured out today. No! British soldiers 
are dying on African soil today to put 
an end to a condition of atrocious 
Wrong—a wrong continued throughout 
generations, and which, apparently, 
nothing but this sacrifice of life could 
right.

It is all right for the man who labors 
all day in the open air.to eat freely; but 
the man of sedentary habits, the brain 
worker, must adapt his way of living 
to his needs, He must be well nour- 
ished, for the brain is incapable of good 
work unless well 
blood, and such a man cannot possibly 
furnish vital force to digest three large 
meals daily. If he tries it nature will 
protest at every step. The chemical. 
Changes of digestion will be imperfectly 
performed. The stomach will neither se- 
crete freely nor churn the food with 
cheerful alacrity; the pyloric orifice 
contracts and allows such chyme to 
pass with grudging reluctance; the in- 
testinals lacteals are ashamed to ab- 


‘sorb such miserable pabulum, which 


chokes, irritates and congests fliem, so 
the large meal remains in the ‘digestive 
organs to ferment, putrefy and steep 
the individual in foul gases and de- 
praved secretions. 

But the system can furnish enough 
vital force to convert a small meal into 
pabulum of high standard, which will 
be absorbed without difficulty. Three 
such small meals are not enough to 
keep the individual properly nourished, 
however; four to six will be required. 

ach should consist of but one, or at 
most, two articles of food, the diet to 
be varied by changes at meals. Tae por- 
tion of food served must be ‘small; the 
patient must stop as soon as the appe- 
Ute is satisfied, and gaseous distention 
is proof positive that the meals are still 
too large or too close together.—Sani- 
tary Record.

Victoria’s Private Museum 


There is at Windsor Castle a private 
museum which is of very recent date 
and in the formation of which her \fa- 
jesty has taken an immense amount of 
interest. Its treasures are in many 
cases of unique value, both from their 
assocjations and their intrinsic worth 

In 1896 some workmen engaged jn 
tearing out a set of apartments that 
had leng remained unuse}, and 1 


; . Which 
were situated in the tower, came upon 
some old lumber, as they imagined ‘t to 


be, in a passage which was quite b! wk. 
ed up with it. On closér examinarion 
; however, the “lumber turned out t) be 
a@ collection of most interesting and ya}. 
uable relics, whose very existence had 
been forgotten for generations. 

Her ‘Majesty took great interest in the 
find, and, in conjunction with the in- 
spector, conceived the idea of making 
a private museum of these and similar 
treasures in the lower vestibule, an 
apartment near the equerries’ entrance 
on the ground floor. 

It was just at this time that Sir Her. 
bert Kitchener, now Lord Kitchener of 
IKxhartoum, paid a visit to Windsor on 
the conclusion of the Dongola expedi- 
tion in 1897. He brought with him sey- 
eral trophies of the campaign, which 
the queen promptly ordered to oc: upy 
the first case of her ‘new museum. These 
treasures consisted of Wad Bishara’s 
red ‘banner with its tin rattle, whish 
was captured at the battle of Firket:

News from the State House. 


STATE HOUSE, Feb. 22—Governor 
Crane gave the usual public reception 
today and it was well attended in spite 
of the severe weather. From year to 
year these functions are growing in fa- 
vor, and the people who seldom get a 
chance to shake hands with a real gov- 
ernor form a good part of the attend- 
ance. 

Tomorrow a 0.30 the committee on 
public health WHI give a hearing on 
Representative Murphy’s laundry bill. 
This bill provides that no person shall 
do public laundry work in a store or 
building used also for purposes of cook- 
ing, eating or sleeping. The only éxcep- 
tion in the bill is made in favor of any 
female-engaged_in doing custom laun- 
dry work at her home for a_ regular 
family trade. 

This bill may be the cause of one of 
the most interesting hearings of the 
session. Mr. Murphy says that several 
prominent laundrymen of Lawrence 
will appear in favor of the bill, and it 
is said the Chinese Six Companies have 
engaged a well known Boston laundry- 
man to opose it, and that’ the Celestials 
will be out in force, 

The Chinese laundry interests of Bos- 
ton alone represent a considerable 
amount of capital and there is no-doubt 
but their representative will be able 
to make a good fight if they really ap- 
pear in opposition, a 

The committee on’ mercantile affairs 
has reported leave to withdraw, on 
the petition for the incorporation of 
the Farmers’ and Suburban Jobbing 
Co. This company proposed to operate 
a line of electric or other motor vehi- 
cles over the highways from Boston to 
Lawrence. 

One section of the bill accompanying 

the petition provided that the company 
should pay a tax per mile ‘to each 
town through which its vehicles~ ran, 
and the whole proposition seemed a 
very fair one to the committee until 
the last section was reached. This pro- 
vided that the company should have 
the exclusive right to carry passengers 
and parcels over the roads its vehicles 
travereed. 
“ On authority of one of the members 
of the State Board of Agriculture, the 
last testimony and arguments favor of 
continuing the work of exterminating 
the gypsy moth, will be put in tomor- 
row. 

The hearings on the petition for the 
removal of Judge Taft from the Glou- 
cester Police Court are also drawing 
to a close, thanks to the fact that the 
committee,‘ of which Mr. Frost is clerk, 
has kept at work day and night. On 
Tuesday the session lasted until after 
midnight and most of the members 
stayed to the close. The arguments in 
the case will be made on Monday. 


STATE HOUSE, Feb. 27—Tomorrow 
the Committee on E.aucation will give 
a hearing on the petition of Hon. John 
Breen for the establishment of a State 
Normal School in Lawrence, Represen- 
tative Murphy expects to have many 
prominent cjtizens of Lawrence present 
at the hearing, including the mayor, 
Mr. Breen, superintendent of schools, 
and almost the entire membership of 
the school cofimittee. There is little 
doubt that a gvod showing will be 
made, and up to the present time no 
opposition has been evident-to the peti- 


| ion at this end, 


. The accompanying bill provides that 
the state board of education shall pro- 
cure a site for the school, taking land 
by right of eminent domain if neces- 
sary. The board is author.zed to expend 
$25,000 for the erection of the school, 
proviced that the city apropriates the 
same amount, which it is authorized to 
raise in part altogether by taxation or 
by the issuance ot notes or bonds. 

It is also provided in the bill that 
the city shall furnish school buildings 
in connection with the training depart- 
meat of the school. ; 

Representative Frost will also appear 
tomorrow before the Joint Committee 
on the Judiciary in support of the bill 
relative to the punishment for murder. 
This bill provides that in all cases 
where the accused is found guilty of 
murder in the first degree, the Jury may 
qualify their verdict by adaing without 
capital punishment and the person con- 


) victed shall be sentenced to hard labor 


for life. ; 
Although Mr. Frost appears in favor 
of this bill, he is by no means.in tavor 


of the abolition of capital punishment | 


but believes that there are many cases 
where the qualified verdict would ve 
much better. 

A report may be expeeted from the 
committee on Public Health within the 
next cay or two on the bill introduced 
by Mr. Murphy for the regulation of 


laundries. Although the members of oe |

committee are non-committal on 
subject it may be said that the bill will 
probably not be reported in its original 
form. 

Mr: Murphy's bill allowing fraternal 
military: organizations to carry an imi- 
tation of a firearm. the pattern to be 
suggested by the adjutant-general, has

tce on military affairs and given a 
reading in the House.

“You can judge whether I became at- 
tached to him. Often he would be wait- 
ing for me, cocking his head to one 
side and feeling his importance from 
his yellow, stump of a tail to his yellow 
stump of a nose. If I had nothing for 
him he showed his dejection and dis- 
appointment as. plainly as a man, but 
as soon as he saw me sort out a few 
letters he would give a sharp, joyous 
bark that sounded enough like a‘laugh 
to be the real thing. When his owner 
met me the other day and told me he 
was dead I couldn't say a word to save 
my life. I turned and walked off, and 
before I knew it I was blubbering like 
a fool.’"—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

It would seem as if there had 
been dilly-dallying enough with this 
important adjunct to the fire depart- 
ment. There has not been an alarm 
sounded since its introduction, in which 
the public has, had any confidence, and 
the reason for that lack of confidence is 
an entire lack of confidence in the man- 
ner in which it is cared for. The fire 
alarm is) a complicated system, easily 
disarranged, and constantly calling for 
expert electrical knowledge to remedy 
its disturbances. The engineers have a 
clear duty to perform in placing the 
fire alarm in charge of an expert elec 
trician with the least possible delay,

DAMAGING FLAMES 


South Church Ravished by Fire Wednes- 
day Morning. The Work of Fire- 
men Highly Creditable to the 
Department. 


Fire broke out inthe Old South chureh 
last Wednesday morning and for awhile 
it looked as though the building was 
doomed. The rapid work of the firemen, 
impeded as they were, by the inability to 
get-sufticrent water, caused by the slow- 
hess of the engine in making steam and 
by frequent bursting of thé hose, was all 
that saved the edifice from utter de- 
struction, As it was, When the fire was 
finally out, the interior of the church 
was found to be damaged from fire, 
smoke and water to the amount of S7000 
to ss000, 

Shortly before twenty minutes to 
eight, Oliver. Vennard, the janitor. of 


appréaching that’ smoke was pouting 
from the ventilators in the roof in. vol- 
umes. dle saw at once that the building 
must be on fire and remarking that: swvel 
was the case to a passerby, ran across 
the street to box 43 located opposite the 
South chureh on Central street and pulled 
ju the alarm. ‘The signal did not: work 
properly as the bell sotuuded 53 with a 
pause after the first two strokes and 
although the whistle blew 45 all right, it 
is claimed that the indicator at the en- 
gine house registered 53. ‘This caused 
the department some delay in reaching 
the fire as they went down High street | 
first, and valuable time was lost. 

After sounding the alarm, Mr. Ven- 
nard went over to the chureh and tried to 
vo inside but the smoke was even then too 
thick to allow of this being done. When 
the Townsman reporter arrived the fire 
was discovered to be located above the 
furnace ous the north side of the big 
vestry near the parlor doors. There 
was very little blaze at first but before 
the fire apparatus got. to the fire it was 
burning briskly and spreading rapidly in 
the vestry. ‘The mere fact that the 
building was kept tightly closed until 
the firemen got a line of hose laid is 
doubtless all that saved the chureh. 
~ A general alarm was sounded by Chief 
Hardy upon his arrival and the Ballard- 
vale apparatus responded with commend- 
ablecelerity. Streams were directed upon 
the fire through the vestry windows on 
the north side,and the door on the south 
side at first, while later on more water 
was thrown from the second story win- 
dows on the seuth side and corner and 
front of the chureh. The dense smoke 
which filled every portion of the building, 
pouring out through all the windows 
and apertures including those in the 
steeple, made it difficult to exactly locate 
the blaze. Before it was extinguished 
the lower portion was inundated and 
the auditorium thoroughly soaked. 
Among the volunteer firemen who aided 
in extinguishing the fire, George Mar- 
land and Ralph Coleman did good service 
as pipemen in the interior of the build- 
ing. 

At one time five streams were directed 
upon the fire or interior of the church, 
Nearly all the tiremen were drenched 
and many of them were cut by the fall- 
ing glass upon their face or hands, The 
pulpit Bible was rescued undamaged by 
John Soehrens but the Bible which was 
used in the vestry was water soaked. 
The heat in this portion of the edifice 
was intense at one time as the walls 
most distant :from the seat of the fire 
were scorched and blistered. The vestry | 
was repaiced and altered at an expense 
of $4000 three or four years ago. 

The big organ in the auditorium es- 
eaped without serious injury and was 
wet very little. Fortunately the mew 
‘Taylor memorial window was also saved 
from damage. <A large hole was burned 
in the floor on the north centre aisle 
between pews 27-36 on one side and 47- 
56 on the other, which spot was directly 
over the furnace, and many’of the in- 
eluded pews were badly burned. The 
clock on the front of the balcony kept on 
in the even tenure of its Ways all through | 
the excitement. 

The tire was witnessed by hundreds of | 
spectators including many Abbot and 
Phillips students who visited the interior 
of the edifice just as soon as the fire was 
declared to be all out. Many relies were 
away during the morning or 
afternoon by visitors, The chureh folk 
succeeded in saving their hymn books 
and Bibles to a considerable extent, if 
not too much damaged. 

The “all out” signal was sounded at 
9.30 o'clock. 

The origin of the fire is not exactly 
known but it is supposed to have been 
caused in some way by the furnace. 
Other theories have. been ineendiarism 
and defective electric light wiring. The 
former of these latter two is probably 
Without any foundation but the latter 
might, be worthy of some consideration 
as the electric light wires were located 
ina molding Which ran along the wall in 
the entry right beside the place where 
the fire was first seen, It is probable 
however, that the fire started from some 
defect in the furnace but Mr. Vennard 
says that he did not leave a very hot fire 
Monday night after the’ Boys, Brigade 
finished their drill, in faet he had 
put on coal to be sure that the fire 
would last through the night. 

He went down to Christ church, of | 
which he the janitor also, at 5,30 
o'clock in the morning to fix the tires 
there but did not) go into the South 
chureh and did not notice any signs of a 
tire at that time. 

The present church was built in 1860 
and is the largest church edifice in And- 
over. The society was organized in 1711 
and the first meeting house was. built 
and occupied for the first’ time for wor-

ship -in January, 1710. It cost 108 
pounds. The meeting house y .prob- 


ably built in accordance as the Vote had 
been for its construction, before a dis- | 
pute arose, viz: “fifty-six foot long, fifty 
toot wide, twenty-two foot stud, and 
With a square roof without dormans 
with two -Lucoms on each side’ — ft 
stood until 1734. Then a second meet- 
ing house was built after the same style, 
and was dedicated for worship’ May 19, 
1754.

block. The door between the front and 
back shops was also forced by digging 
away the woodwork back of the door 
plate with an ax and then prying the 
doorepen. 

Apparently plenty of time was taken 
to secure the plunder for only the best of 
everything was taken, the best carpen- 
ter’s tools, the best knives, the’ best of 
all the. different goods which the store 
keeps in stock. The thieves also secured 
$55 in cash, $35 of which had been col- 
lected by Mr. Morse for an insurance 
concern of which he is agent. This was 
hidden away in a lecked draw in the 
office. The remaining $20 which was 
store change was hidden away in one of 
the drawers under the counter with gey- 
eral things over it, since the safe in the 
office is always kept unlocked being used 
only as a receptacle for the books. The 
location of the store money is changed. 
by Mr. Morse from time to time ashe 
Never cared to hide it many times in the 
same place. ; 

The thieves seemed to know the ways 
of the store or else they were very shrewd 
and not at all new at the business. It 
seems ‘probable that the plunder was 
carried away in a sack as they.-left an 
empty meal bag lying on the counter 
when they went away. Their exit was 
made by the large double door opening 
into the basement on the side toward the 
Bank building. 

The chances are that the break was 
made between I and. 3 o’clock Monday 
morning. About 2 o’clock, John Nice, 
who lives hear the rear of the building 
where the break was’ made, was 
awakened by some sort of a noise but 
hearing nothing more of a suspicions 
nature he did not investigate the sound. 
Although it was a very windy night he 
may have heard the noise made by the 
thieves when they broke the window. 
After 3 o’elock both Chief Mears and 
Night Watehman Warren Moore were to- 
| gether about the Square. It is possible 
however, that the thieves perpetrated the 
robbery before midnight as it is said that 
noises Were heard in the store after 
Walter Morse left at 8.15 o’clock and that 
a light was seen by a passerby at [| 
| o'clock. 

It is caleulated that altogther the 
burglars got away with money and goods 
to the sum total of nearly $300. 

Another ease of breaking and entering 
Was reported to the polWce during the 
morning by Dennis Sweeney whose 
blacksmithery on the corner of North 
| Main and Pearson streets was found to 
have been entered and a box of dies and 
taps extracted which was valued at $22. 
This break is thought by Mr. Sweeney 
to have been made sometime Saturday 
night as he noticed that two of the win- 
dows in the shop were raised slightly at 
the bottom when he went.to the smithery 
to leave his horse Sunday morning before 
going tochurech. He fixed the windows 
but did not notice that the box of dies 
and taps was gone until Monday morn- 
ing. The thief or thieves placed some 
old wheels and shafts against the build- 
ing by the window and easily raising the 
lower half, drew out the box with no 
difficulty. 

The Andover police have no clew.
